N. GADDIS AFTER 


HE HAD

TIME. 


Carried out too far by the under 


tow and unable to make his way back 
to the beach A N Gad.dis, one of the 
-well known young men of the city, 
came about as near to being drowned 
in the surf at Coronado Wednesday 
^afternoon as any person could come 
and live through the experience 


The fact that Mr Gaddis was not 


drowned is due to the prompt and 
hard work of Ralph Capps, an em 
ploye at Brann's pavilion, and Pon 
aid Douglas, carpenter working on 
the building 


Mr Gaddis had been m the wa 


<er for some time and was comfortab- 
ly swimming about before he realized 
that he was beyond his depth and 
that there was a stiong outgong tide 
He started to swim back to the beach 
but was unable to make headway 
against the breakers and tide and his 
brother Dick Gaddis, at the pavilion 
with his sheet clothes on, was the 
first to notice his distress 
He ran 


across the beach and plunged into the 
"water to go to his brother s assistance 
but, weakened by his dash fro* the 
-pavilion was unable to leach him 


Olheis on the beach had noticed 


the struggle by this tme and began 
calling for help 
Mr Capps at the 


panhon heard the cry, jumped over 
the counter and ran for the water 
without stopping to remove any of 
liis clothing 
About the same time 


Mr Douglas dropped his tools and 
also plunged into the surf 
By this 


time Dick Gaddis was also weakening 
and Capps and Douglas, both strong 
swimmers, got him into shallow water 
and starte'd for his brother who had 
already gone down for the tljird/time 


Fortunately the strong undertow 


and the action of the tide brought the 
unconscious man to the surface and 
the two men were able to drag him 
^to the beach where first aid meth 
ods were immediately started by 
-working him over an ice cream freez 
ex. Khere were apparently no signs 
sof life)when the work was started 
Tnit it (was continued furiously and 
incessafctlv until the water was work 
«d out (of his lungs and he had begun 
slight breathing by the time Dr Par 
nell, <vho had been summoned by 
telephone, arrived 
\ He was later earned to Mr Brann s 
house /and made comfortable while 


•Oife sliwlv* returned to him 
He was 


able t(o be up and about the streets 
yesterflay although very weak and 
Sore from 
the rough 
resuscitation

ed that place he walked across the 
county to New Smvrna 
Mr Child 


came and went from New Smyrna 
during the early

bought what later came to- be known, 
as the Packwood place between this 
city and Oak Hill 
During his early 


life he took a course in mining en- 
gineering and went to the Bock> 
Mountains to hncTuse for the knowl-* 
edge so gamed In this way he gained 
possession of some valuable mining 
property which has required much ol 
his attention m later >ears
